SPIRITUALISM TN CLEVELAND. 


Letter from Dr. D. P, Kayner. 
After a sojourn of nearly a month in 
Cleveland to [lll an engagement to lecture 
the Sundays of September, I have concluded 
to write up the condition of Spiritualism as 
I find it here, » 

The city claims One hundred and" forty 
thousand fhhabitants, It was one of the 
first’placea where Spiritualism was planted 
and took deep root. When .I visited this 
\place in 1854, I found a large number of ac- 
live, energetic Spiritualists, only a few of 
whom now remain. Qur old friend and co: 
worker, D. A. Edd; on last spring. 
Hezekiah Camp, Ae Crittenden, Postmas- 
ter Gray, and his brother of the Plaindeal- 
er; Mr. Everett of tho Spiritual Universe, 
and many others.of thé^old pioneers, are 
gone, The Plaindealer has passed into oth- 
er hands, and the Spiritual Universe and 
its b merican Spiritualist, 
have died out. 

It was hero the famous debate between 
President Mahan and the Spiritualists oc- 
curred during may stay | 1855. 1t was oper- 
ed on ti rt of the Spiritualists y Prof, 
Rhen, of Philadelphia, and continued, 
the first evehing, by Joel Tiffany, and result- 
ed in an overwhelming defeat of the cham- 
qion of orthodoxy, after: a combat of intel- 

lectual forces for a week or more. 

We now dnd all pun of society here 
have been-penetrated by the um power 
of spiritual truth, ‘we belleve there is 
nota church In this city of churches, but 
what onéthird of its membership and at 
tendants are firm bellevers in spirit com- 
munion. On every hand here I am meeting 
those who attend my meetings n part of the 
time, holding cirees tor uevelopment in their 
homes, and still ate members of some of the 
churches here. They say they are Spiritu- 
alista from necessity, because thelr spirit 
friends have come them when alone, 
“have shown themselves to them, and have 
'communed With them, One lady who was 
an active and exemplary member of the 
Baptist church, was mado a Spiritualist by 
having her son-in-law, who had died without 
making a profession of religion, and whom 
she was mourning for as lost, come to her 
when alone, and bring her the assurance of 
a better life 1n the Spirit-world, She call- 
ed for a letter of withdrawal from her 
church and has united with the spiritual so- 
ciety since J came here. The family with 
whom Lam stopping are not members of 
the Cleveland le! zor Spiritualista—the 
ny being a, member of the Disciple 
Church-vand yet they entertain th peak 
ers for the Society, attend many of th 
meetings, and holdweekly circles for devel 
opment, and two of the sons are becoming 
developed, mediums—one quite advanced.

‘There seems to be ample reason for the 
belief that both Williams and Rith have 
been mediums for genuine materialization 
phenomena. Mr, Harrison, of the ,Spirit- 
ualist, a very careful observer, says that 
they have given sittings off thelr own prem- | 
ises, at which they had their hands held on 
both sides by responsiblp witnesses, with- 
out being reléased for one moment, and that 
“the powerful results thus obtained are not 
vitiated by the character of the medium’ or | 
of the spirits about them.” 

Werare disposed to accept this as true; 
for we know that there have been powerful 
American modiums, who, after having been 
detected In imposturg, have giyen conclu- 
sive proofs of the genuineness or materlat- 
ization phenomena in their presence. But 
when the paraphernalia of fraud are found, 
as in the case described by Mr. Riko, on the 
very person of the mediums, the theory, 
though- plausible, that thdse paraphernalia 
are introduced by a low order of spirits; 
either conniving with the medium, or rul- 
ing them, ought not to be sufficient to de- 
bar us from insisting at all times upon sat- 
isfactory conditions,.so that if the frauds 

"really perpetrated by spirits, we can 
have reasonable assuragce of the fact. The 
temerity and recklessness with which me- 
diums, after having been made Instruments 
of genuine phenomena, under strict condi- 
tions, resort, or seem to resort, to miserable 
frauds, would appear to justify. the belief 
that such mediums are often unconsciously 
contralled by spirits; but before actepting 
the theory, we must^exliaust such condi- 
tions as will leave usin no doubt upon the 
subject. 

We differ wholly from those who say that 
no sclentific certainty can De arrivi 
regard to the phenomena. No one cas read 
Professor Zoellner's account of his«experi-

Mr. Townsend's Theis 


Mr. Charles E. Townsend, of Locust Val- 

y, Queens county, New York, is the author 
of Essays on Mind, Matter, Forces, “Theo 
logy, ete.,” and more recently of-a volume 
of one hundred pages, 1878, entitled, “Sequel 
to Essays.” Both volumes are,published t 
Charles P. Somérby, 139 Eighth street, x 
York City. 

In these works, Mr. Townsend as 

a theory of Theism, very different from that 
of any modern philosopher or divine with 
whoin we are acquainted. If we are not 
mistaken, the atheists will find him a more 
embarrassing antagonist than any they have 
yet had to encounter. He attacks material- 
ism with its own weapons, for he is a mate- 
rialist himself; buthe is at the same time, 
a staunch believer in human immortality 
and divitie realjties. 

While ataetsts and materialists generally 
assu: that “mind isa mere function of 
the brain, and so necessarily dies with it," 
Mr. Ty nd contends that a theory, which 
claims annihilationof mind, while it admits 
—as all materialists dó--the eternity of 
brain-matter (In some form or other), is ne- 
cessarily a gratuitous ahd absurd assump- 
tion. . He belloves that mind itself may be a 
more subtile materiality than any that has 
yet been discovered or tested, and that the 
Infinite Mind, as well as all other minds, 
may be “a high subtilty of everlasting mat- 
ter." We know that imponderable elementa 
exercise a wonderful power in influencing 
or modifying the ponderabie; why, then, 
may not Mind, itself a grade of materiality, 
modify and influence the coarser grades?

Long before Bruno 
or Spinoza wrote, it had been broached by 
the ancient Greek philosophers, and prob- 
ably they had received it from ante-Pytha- 
gorean progenitors, Not a few so-called 
Spiritualists have entertained it. Mr. Town- 
send gives no sign In his book that he is a 
believer in the modera phenomena; but his 
arguments often tell*in their favor; and 
rarely against them. 

In these days when 3theism seems to be 
gaining ground in scientie Qreles, his 
views will be found not uninteresting or 
unimportant. Ie opposes the notion of the 
éflicacy of prayer; but we think a wide ac- 
quatntance with the phenomena and history 
of Spititualism, would show him that our 
seers and mediums are right in their intul- 
tions and their practice in regard to the 
possibility of being leard by spiritual intel- 
ligences, and of receiving influences from

by !ts practical success, and without the 
anid of wealth or social influepce. "

lera in Paris, and ask If physicians with 

such q record are competent to guide Ameril.

With this showing, how are we to expect 
any great advancement In the progress of 
the race can be made?

odist Church. He said substantially, that 
the Church would not allow a minister to 
think, but that he for.one was going to 
think for himself anyway, and that he'ac- 
knowledged no authority Unt trath. Glor- 
dano Bruño, he said, was burned for think- 
ing; Galileo was imprisoned, and the 
Church had always persecuted men for 
thinking. This sermon was Cpns 
en asachallengo by the brethren, and Yo 
had scarcely fünished before half a dpzen 
sprang over the alter and accuséd him of 
misrepresenting the attitude of the Church.
